The 3.32 outward Woonsocket ac- 
commodation train from Boston met 
with an accident last Friday after- 
noon on the Woonsocket branch of 
the New York, New Haven a% Hart- 
ford road near Mechanic street, New- 
ton Upper Falls, which came very 
close to being a serious affair. 

As it was, while the 30 passengers 
on the train escaped with nothing 
more serious than a had shaking up 
and fright, Lawrence Koldeiiburg, 
the fireman on the engine, had a leg 
broken, and Michael Devlin, a labor- 
er, received probable fatal iniUrics. 

The engine and tender of the train, 
together with a coal car, were 
ditched. 

All alleged open switch caused the 
smash-up. 

The train ran to Newton Highland.^ 
all right, and after the usual wait, 
proceeded thence made up of a bag- 
gage car, combination smoker and 
baggage car, and one day coach. Tic 
engineer was W. H. Cook, the fire- 
man Lawrence Koldenburg, and the 
conductor James Colgan. A short 
distance from Mechanic street, New- 
ton Upper Falls, there is a spur track 
running to the shed of the Garden 
City Coal Company and on this spur 
at that time was a heavily loaded 
coal car on which a laborer. Michael 
Devlin, was at work with his shovel. 
Just beyond the coal car was a bump- 
er, and beyond the bumper t he 
ground droped away sharply lo a deep 
gully at the bottom of which a brook 
ran through the j'ards. 

When the Woonsocket train drew 
near this spur track, the switch tar- 
get, so Engineer Cook says, was 
showing white, indicating that the 
main line rail was closed; but as the 
locomotive passed the switch the en- 
gineer was brought up standing by 
seeing the machine take the spur 
track. Fireman Koldenburg saw that 
a collision was inevitable and 
jumped, breaking one leg. The en- 
gineer stuck, and reversed his engine. 
There was a slight slow down, but 
next moment the pilot had struck 
the coal car with a crash that sent it 
and the bumper back of it. a mass 
of wreckage, down into the gully. 
The locomotive left the rails and 
toppled down the embankment after 
the coal car, but the baggage and 
passet]ger cars behind remained at 
the track level and were not in the 
Avreck. 

Pas.'^engers, warned of what was 
happening by hearing the ripping 
and splintering of the shed-roof 
timbers as the high cars scraped 
under them, were in a panic, but 
they soon got out of the car, thank- 
ful to have escaped injury. A hur- 
ried investigation showed that the 
fireman was the only person on the 
train who has been seriously hurt. 
Engineer Cook had only ^ a few 
bruises. But Devlin, the man who 
had been at work on the coal car, was 
taken from the pile of wreckage in 
the gull3', badly hurt. 

Ambulances and police were sent 
to the scene, and a number of the 
road's officials hurried out from Bos- 
ton. But Superintendent Clark could 
find nothing Avrong with engine or 
switch, and was at a loss how to 
account for the wreck. En gincer Cook 
says he cannot tell whether the spur 
switch was open or locked, but that 
the target showed white, indicating 
a clear track. 

Koldenburg, at his own request, as 
soon as his injuries were dressed, 
was carried to his home in Needham. 

Devlin, who wa-s dragged out with 
difficulty from a heap of timbers, 
coal and other debris, was taken to 
the Newton Hospital. 

A special train which was made 
up at Needham was placed at the 
disposal of the passengers. The 
two cars remaining on the rails were 
removed. 

The exact cause of the accident 
reinaiiib in doubt, in view of the fact 
that Engineer Cook claims that t he 
switch was closed. In view of his 
statement, it is thought that wliile it 
may have been closed, it was not 
locked and that the trucks caused it 
to open. 

A train is said to have passed the 
switch at 3.15 without mishap. 

Just who is responsible for the 
handling of the switch could not be 
leurned.

De^th of nr. Lowell. 

Following ill health lasting about 
a year and more serious illness of a 
week or longer, William Levi Lowell 
died Friday morning at his home at 
234 Park street, Newton, at the age 
of sixty-nine year.s. He had lived in 
Newton upward of a score of years. 
Mr. Lowell was born in Wiscasset, 
Me., in 1B33, and was the son of 
Joseph Lowell and Sybil (Houdlette) 
Lowell. His mother was a native of 
Dresden, Me. Mr. Lowell received 
the usual academic education com- 
mon in the days of his youth, and 
afterward went from Wiscasset to 
Calais, where he developed a taste 
for expert accounting, gaining there 
his first insight into business affairs. 

After some ^-ears of success in 
Calais, he went to Halifax, N. S., 
where he entered the banking busi- 
ness, in which he achieved success. 
He retired from active business 
nearly twenty years ago and came to 
Massachusetts, taking up his resi- 
dence at that time in Newton, where 
he has lived quietly in the enjoy- 
menl^ of his home, his friends and 
neighbors. He is survived bv his 
wife, who before her marriage was 
Miss Frances Holbrook, daughter of 

S. A. Holbrook of Freeport, Me., at 
one time sta‘e treasurer of Maine. 
Two sons, Dr- Holbrook Lowell, a 
practising physician in Newton, and 
Louis Holbrook, who is a student and 
living at home, also survive Mr. 
Lowell. 

Funeral services were held at the 
Park street residence, Sunday after- 
noon at 3 in charge of Rev. F. B. 
Hornbrooke. The interment was at 
Freeport, Me.

but they also insist that it needs 
going over again in three years. It 
is as much as to say it’s a good job 
of paint that lasts three years. 

Which is true; and a better that 
lasts six years. Lead and oil lasts 
three; Devoe lead and zinc lasts six.

Literary Notes 

The September Magazine Number 
of the Outlook has even greater va- 
riety of subjects treated in its illus- 
trated articc than usual. Among the 
articles which are most elaborately 
illustrated are: An extremely reada- 
ble personal article about the Sultan 
of Turkey by the well-known maga- 
zine writer, Mr. Ray Stannard Baker, 
who bases his comincnts on facts 
gathered in a recent visit to Turkey; 
a careful estimate of the career of 
Lord Salisbury, with personal com- 
ment, written by Mr. Justin Mc- 
Carthy, author of “The History of 
Our Own Times,” and forming one 
of a scries of articles by Mr. Mc- 
Carthy on living British statesmen; 
a paper called “The City for the 
Children,” by G. W. Wharton, who 
tells of the recent advance in New 
York City in appl^’ing the school 
houses and other municipal plant 
for the bciicHt and amusement of 
children outside of school hours a de- 
.Hcription of “Modern Methods in the 
Cattle Industry,” by Mr. Charles M. 
Hargcr; an appreciative and iiiiely 
critical paper on the composer Saint- 
Saens, by Mr. Daniel Gregory Mason, 
whose series of personal musical ar- 
ticles is attracting attention among 
lovers of music; a pleasant descrip- 
tive article telling of “A Ramble in 
Norniaiidj’,” by Mr. Hamilton W. 
Mabtc, w’ith original draiviiigs by 
Miss Elizabeth Roberts; and another 
instalment of Dr. Edward Everett 
Hale’s “Memories of a Hundred 
Years,” \vliich has for its general 
subject this month the Civil War. 

The reappearance of the author of 
“The Workers” marks the September 
luitnberof Scribner’s Magazine. This 
introductory article will be a revela- 
tion to those who look on East Eoti- 
don as a vast slum. Mr. Wyckoll 
found there a clean, orderly, self-re- 
specting and progressive body of 
wage-earners, ready to compete in- 
telligently with the Aniercaii work- 
man. More of Mr. WckofV’s reiii ark- 
able deductions will be published in 
coming numbers. The charm of 
Barrie is more fully revealed in the 
second instaliiieiit of “The Little 
White Bird.” It is a story abso- 
lutely without dialect, most of the 
scenes taking place in Kensington 
Gardens or in London club. Humor 
and pathos touch elbows in its pages. 
A story with a memory of Napoleon 
ill it, is begun in this number. Its 
title is “Vive I’Empereiir” and its 
author is Mary K. B. Andrews. An- 
other drainatic story is “The string 
of Pearls,” by James Barnes, which 
is told with intensity. A blind anti- 
quarian is the hero of it. The new 
writer of sea stories, James B. Con- 
nolly, shows ill “A Fislieriiiati of 
Cost la” that he can draw an Irish 
ilsliennaii as vividly as a Gloucester- 
man. Mr. Davis’s “Captain Macklin” 
is concluded in this issue and will 
soon appear lii book form with all 
of Mr. Clark’s illustrations.

(GUADALUPE SHRINE. WONOERFI L HROECK 

THE MOST DEARLY BELOVED SPOT THE ORIGINAL SPOTLESS TOWN IS 
IN OLD MEXICO. NORTHERN HOLLAHD. 

Thonsimds From All Ovrr the Conn- A ITenlneNs nn«1 n nrlllfoncy That 
try Mnke FllKrlnmKrN to the I.Ittle Are Ahaolntely Pnlnrol FerrnHe the 
Vlllii«;e Enrh Yeor— The Story That Whole i'laee— llalea Whleli the la- 
la Handed Down by Tradition. habitants Most Observe. 


There la no spot In all Mexico as 
dearly beloved as the little town of 
Cunthilupe, which Is two and a hair 
tulles north of the City of .Mexico. 

The little villa gc bus only 3.000 souls, 
hut iiiauy more thousands visit the 
place on certain days In (be year wdien 
pilgrimages arc made to the holy 
shrine of Guadalupe. 

The 1st of .Innimry and the 12th of 
each month the faithful visit this place 
and toll up the hill on which It is said 
that the virgin Giiadnlupo appeared to 
Juan Diego, an Indian boy. 

According to tradition, .Iiian was 
trudging over the hill of Tcpeyac on 
bis way to the city on the morning of 
Dec. 0, l.'jfll, and ns he renchei] the 
eastern slope of the hill be hoard 
sounds like music. He stop(>ed to lis- 
ten. and at that moment a cloud ap- 
peared and in the midst of it a beauti- 
ful lady. She told him to go to the 
bisliop In her name and to tell him that 
It was her wish that a church should 
be built on that spot, where she would 
always be found to give aid to all In 
trouble. Juan Diego hurried to the 
bishop with the story of the virgin, hut 
no ntteiitiun was paid to It Upon his 
return home the Indy appeared again 
In the same spot and urged Juan to go 
again to the bishop. 

The following day was the Sabbath, 
and after mass Juan found the bishop 
and repeated the message once more. 
The bishop told him to bring a sign 
from the virgin. Juan saw the virgin 
again upon his return home, and she 
pnnnlsed to give him a sign, which she 
did on Dec. 12 as he was going to con- 
fession. Ho passed this time near the 
foot of the hill, whore she appeared 
once more, and while In conversation 
with Juan she stamped her foot by 
way of emphasis, and water flowed at 
once from the dry. barren hillside, and 
two holy wells mark that spot toilay. 

The virgin then told Jiinn to climb to 
the summit of that barren rocky bill 
and he would flud roses growing there, 
whicii he was to gather and carry In 
bis ’’tiluia” to the bishop. Juan did ns 
be was told and found the loveliest 
roses growing Just where she had told 
him to search for tbein. He gathered 
them all and placed them In his ”tll- 
mu.” a sort of blanket. 

When be arrived at the house of the 
bishop and opened the blanket, the 
roses fell to the floor, and a picture In 
colors appeared on the blanket repre- 
senting the virgin ns she had appeared 
to Juan. The bishop fell on his knees 
in prayer and arose with n promise to 
build a chapel on the spot the virgin 
bad deslgnutetl. 

Bishop Ziimarragn set about to build 
the church, and when it was completed 
the “tllma" was placed above the altar 
In a frame of gold and silver. 

That little chapel lias since been re- 
placed by the magnlflceiit church to be 
seen today. There are also two other 
churches to uiark the spot on which 
the roses were gathered on the summit 
and at the holy well where the virgin 
last appeared to Juan. This miracle was 
recognized In 1663. and In 1754 It was 
fully sanctioned niul coiillrmed by a 
pai^al bull. Later, in 1824. congress de- 
creed Doe. 12 to bo a iiatlonnl holiday. 

llldnlgo took a picture of Guadalupe 
for his Htaiulnrd, around which rallied 
the first army of the rcvoliitioiilst.s, 
and the Iinpp 3 ’ issue that her assistance 
gave to that war endeared her still 
more to the people. This picture on 
the “tllum” Is a wonderful piece of 
work. Artists from all over the world 
have examined it and hare testllled 
that it is of 110 known style of painting. 
Thu India ti garment of lx til flber is of 
u coarse weave. The picture npi>eurs 
oil both sides of the cloth and Is as 
bright as new, although said to be over 
3(X) years old. The Church of Nui^strn 
Eeiiora de GunduluiK'. In which this 
iiiurvelous picture hangs, is said by ex- 
Iterts to Ite one of the richest and tiaiid- 
somest on earth today. Its treasures 
cun be counted by iiiillioiis. It was 
dedic:itcd May 1, 1701), and is lS-1 feet 
long by 122 feet wide. It has a vaulted 
roof, supported by Corinthian coluums. 
The whole Is suriiiountiHl by a ilonie, 
the lantern of which Is 125 feiq above 
the floor. The building cost 1.181,000. 
The Jewels, gold and sliver plate and 
other rich belongings neatly all belong 
to the govoriimeiit anti are estimated 
at $ 2 , 000,000 more. 

The church possesses a very costly 
crown for the virgin. It is of solid 
gold and weighs many poiiiids. There 
are six shields on the crown fur the 
six archbishops of Mexico, and they 
arc all suiToiindiHl by tliamoiuls. There 
are a number of angels, each having an 
iiumense ruby on the breast, while tiie 
rest of the surfuco of the crown Is cov- 
ered with sapphires and emeralds. This 
crown is siiriiioiintiHl by the Mexican 
eagle, hohling aloft a large diunioiid 
cross. 

The poor pilgrims are not able, many 
of them, to form an Idea of tba rich 
ness of this church, with its comunin- 
loll rail and balustrades from the 
sanctuary to the choir of solid silver. 
They tire three feet high, with u top 
iiioldliig a foot wide and n still more 
luusslve base. The sacred vessels ai*ti 
all of pure gold eiiilHHldtHl with pre- 
cious stones. The choir has some flue 
carvings dune hi ebony ami niahogaiiy. 
The flnest is a basso relievo above the 
stalls. tUuslnitlng tho Utany of the 
virgin. 

Artists wero brought from France tc 
paint the frescoes on the walls, and the 
tilt lilt lugs and statues were the work of 
the best European artists and sculp- 
tors. The organ In Itself represents a 
small fortune.— C lev eland I’ialu Deal- 


Far up In northern Holland among 
the dikes and canals of tho little king- 
dom lies Ilroeck, the original Hpotless 
Town. The palings of tho fences of 
Broe<’k are sky blue. Tho streets arc 
paved with shining bricks of many col- 
ors. The houHf>s are rose colored, 
black, gray, purple, light blue or pale 
green. The doors are pnlnteil and glid- 
ed. For hours you may not see a soul | 
In tho streets or at the winilows. The 
streets and houses, htidges, windows 
and barns show a iicatiiess and a bril- 
liancy that are absolutely painful. At 
every step a new effect la disclosed, a 
new acme Is behold, as If painted upon 
the drop curtain of a stage. Every* 
thing Is minute, compact, painted, 
spotless and clean. In the houses of 
Broeck for cleaning purposes you will 
And big brooms, little brooms, tooth- 
brushes, aqua fortla, whiting for the i 
window panes, rouge for the forks and | 
spoons, cool dust for the copper, emery I 
for the iron utensils, brick powder for 
the floors and even small splinters of 
wood with which to pick out the tiny 
bits of straw in the cracks between tho 
bricks. Here are some of the rules of 
this wonderful town: 

citizens muwt leave their shoes at the 
door when entering a house. 

Before or after sunset no one Is allowed 
to smoke excepting with a pipe having o 
cover, so that the ashes will not be scat- 
tered upon the street. 

Any one crossing the village on horse- 
back must get out of the saddle and lead 
the horse. 

A cuspidor shall be kept by the front 
door of each house, where it may be ac- 
cessible from the window. 

It is forbidden to cross the vlllnge in a 
carriage or to drive animals through the 
streets. 

In addition to these established rules 
it Is the custom for every citizen who 
Bees a leaf or a bit of straw htowu be- 
fore his house by tho wind to pick It 
up and throw it into the on uni. Tho 
people go 5<H) lijw'es out of the vlllnge 
to dust their shoes. Dozens of boys 
are paid to blow the dust from be- 
tween the bricks in tho streets four 
I times nil hour. In certain houses the 
j guests are carried over the threshold 
I so as not to soil the pavements. At 
I one time the mania for cleaning In 
I Broeck reached such a iioliit that the 
housewives of the village neglected 
even their religious duties for scrub- 
bing and washing. The village pastor, 
after trying every sort of persuasion, 
preached a long seriiioii, in which he 
declared that every Dutchwoman who 
had faithfully fulflllod her duties to- 
ward God 111 this world wouhl And In 
the next a house packed full of furni- 
ture and stored with the most various 
ond prf>cioiis nrilcles of use and orna- 
ment. wlilcb, not being distracted by 
other occu]mtlouB. she would bo able 
to brush, wash and polish for all eter- 
nity. The promise of this sublliuc 
recompense and tho thought of this 
extreme happiness fllled the women 
with such fervor and piety that for 
months thereafter the pastor had no 
cause for complaint. 

Around every house in Broeck arc 
buckets, benches, rakes, hoes and 
stakes, all colored red. blue, white or 
yellow. The britlliuicy and variety of 
colors and the cleiiulliiess, brightness 
and miniature pomp of the place arc 
wonderful. At the windows there are 
embroidered curtains, with ruse col- 
ored ribbons. The blades, baiuls and 
nails of the gayly painted windmills 
shine like silver. The houses are 
brightly varnished and surrounded 

with red and white railings and fences. 
The panes of glass In the windows arc 
bordennl by many Hues of different 
hues. The trunks of all the trees arc 
puliitiHl gray from root to briineb. 

Across the streams are many little 
wooden bridges, each paiiitetl as white 
ns snow. The gutters are ornamontetl 
with a sort of wooden festoon, per- 
fvirated like lace. Tho iiointeil fa- 

cades arc surmounted with a small 
weathercock, a little la nee or some- 
thing resenibling a bunch of flowers. 
Nearly every house has two doors, 

one 111 front and one behind, the last 
for everyday eiit ranee and exit and 
the former opened onlj* on great oeea- 
Bloiis. such us births, deaths and uiur- 
rluges. 

The gardens arc as peculiar as the 
houses. The paths are hardly wide 
enough to walk in. One could put 
his arm around the (lowerbtHls. The 
dainty arbors would barely hold two 
persons silting close together. The lit- 
tle myrtle hedges would scarcely reach 
to the knetia of a four-yeur-uUl child. 
Between tho arbors and the flower 
botls run little canals which seem made 
to float paper boats. Tliey are erossetl 
by inlniuture wooilen bridges, with 
colore<l pillars ami parapets. There 
arc pumls the size of a bath, which 
are almost coiicealtHl by 111 li put Ian 
boats tied with red cords to blue 
Blukea, tiny staircases and iniiiialuru 
kitchen gardens. Everything could be 
lueusureil with the hand, erossetl at a 
leap, demolIslUHl by a blow. More- 
over, there are trees out in the shape 
of fans, pluuies and disks, with their 
Imiiks coloriHl white and blue. .Vt 
every step one discovers a new effect, 
a fresh eoiiiblnutloii of hues, a novel 
caprice, some mow absurdity. 

The rooms are very tiny and resi*m- 
hie so many bazaars. There ai't* (loree 
tain llgurcs on the eupbourd, Chinese 
cups and sugar bowls on ami under 
the tables, plates fastened on the 
walls, clocks, ostrich eggs, shells, 
vases, plates, glasses, placed In every : 
comer and eoiicealetl In every nook, 
cupboards full of hundreds of trifles 
iiud ornaments without name, u crowd- 
lug dlsuriier and utter coufuslou of 
colors. —Pub lie Opiulou.

The fir«t regular meeting of the 
aldernicji since the summer vacation 
was held last Monday evening, Presi* 
•dcxni Weed in the chair and Aldermen 
Balcer, Barber, Carter, Chealey, Day, 
Ensign, Hubbard, Hutchinson, Loth- 
srop, Mellen, Norris, Pond, Trow- 
fbridge, and Webster being present. 
President Weed stated that since 
tthe last regular meeting of the board, 
ttro familiar faces had been taken 
Atvav, and coininittces appointed to 
prepare suitable resolutions. He 
•deemed it appropriate to allow imine- 
.diate action to be taken upon their 
irc^orts. 

Alderman Norris then presented 
Ihe following resolutions upon the 
death of Alderman Kimball: 

RESOLVED, ^that the members of 
the Board of Aldermen of the City 
of Newton hereby record their appre- 
<ciation of the character, attainments 
.and public service of their friend and 
fellow member, the late John M. 
Kimball, and their profound sorrow 
.at his death. 

By his industry, integrity and 
;soiind judgment he won for himself 
:an enviable reputation among his 
business associates, and at the time 
of his death had achieved so marked 
a success that his future was full of 
the brightest promises. He became 
a resident of Newton in 1898 and soon 
won the esteem of his neighbors and 
became closely identified with the life 
of that community. In the fall of 
1901 he was practically the unanimous 
choice for Alderman from Ward 6* 
Although his public service has been 
of brief duration, yet by his uniform 
courtesy, his devotion to his new 
duties, his fairness in the delibera* 
tions of the Board with his commit- 
tees, he won the respect and confi- 
dence of his associates, and his death 
is a great public loss. 

The members of the Board have 
been honored b^* their associations 
with him, and with sincere sorrow 
•offer their tribute to his ineniorj". 

RESOLVED, that the members of 
the Board extend to the widow and 
family of the deceased their heartfelt 
sympathy in this overwhelming sor- 
row. 

RESOLVED, that these ^resolu- 
tious be spread upon the records of 
^he Board and a copy sent to the 
widow of the deceased. 

Alderman Ensign said— I rise to 
second the resolutions as presented 
by the committee. I hardly k now 
what I can say upon this occasion 
more fitting than what has been ex- 
pressed by these resolutions. It cer- 
tainly is a very sad occasion xor us 
for Ave have all learned to esteem as a 
friend, Alderman Kimball. I met 
him but once before be came into 
this Board. Since I met him as a 
member of this Board and found that 
Bie was my seat-mate I have often 
iturued to him for advice before A’Ot- 
ing, for it was evident that he was 
careful as to how he voted, and when 
in the hurry and confusion of the 
hour he failed to fully understand the 
situation, before A'otiiig he was sure 
to know just what wa.s before the 
Board.. He has been a successful 
man in every wav: in his college, 
ill his business, in his neighborhood, 
a.nu certainly in this Board. It seems 
to me if Alderman Kinibairs life 
could haA'e been spared, if he could 
have entered more fully into public 
life he had all the requirements that 
would place him in the mayoralty 
chair. He has left us, but we shall 
esteem his memory. It seems to me 
as I stand here in the hush of the 
chamber, that if Aldennan KimbaU 
was to sueak he Avoutd say in >A'ords 
like these: 

He docs Avell, who does his best. 

Is he weary, let him re.st. 

Brothers I have done my best, 

I am weary. Let me rest. 

Alderman Trowbridge— Unfortu- 
nately, ill seconding the resolutions I 
am not able to say all I would like, 
but I feel that as Chairman of the 
l^ublic Franchise Committee I have 
lost a very greqt friend and one on 
whom I Avas leaning more and more 
every meeting \\’e held. It is true 
that Alderman Kimball and iny.sclf 
slid not always have the same opinion 
but wc always got along in the most 
harmonious manner, and had nothing 
but *:he most plea.sant relations. I 
.feel myself, that 1 have met with a 
:great loss. 

President Weed— I think all who 
Inaue .listened to the rc.soliitions which 
:ha.ve beeu ollered.and to the remarks, 
ihavs. yelt a deep pride that Newton 
could claim such a man as Alderman | 
Kimball as oue of its aldermen, and 
Khls .mac was so entirely Avortliv of 
«he praise that has been given him. 
Ji: was a credit to this City (jUA'ern- 
xnent, and a credit anywhere to the 
tCb.v in which he belonged. Newton 
bas btmii especially fortunate in be- 
ing able to call to otlice, men of such 
iC.iaroxter as our late associate and 
ifriend, and the I'ity which he served 
o 'nonorably and faithfully mourns 
for him. 

'The resolutions were unanimously 
adopted by a rising \'Ote. 

Alderman Lotbrop then presented 
the following resolutions upon the 
death of Assistant City Clerk Mat- 
thews: 

liy the unexpected and untimely 
death of Edward H. Matthews, the 
late Assistuiil City Clerk of Newton, 
it ,-and its Board of Aldermen have 
aiicl w'ith a lamentable loss. Born in 
■South Yarmouth in 187i), lie came to 
Newton at the age of tAveiil.y-four and 
entering into the municipal service 
was three years later appointed to 
«;he important and responsible posi- 
tion which he held at the time oi his 
death. 

His marked characteristics of gentle- 
manliiiv^^s, quietness and rigid faith- 
fulness, combined w'itli a winning 
personality have left a pleasant re* 
jneinbrancc that cannot be eliaced. 


To his sorrowing widow and grief 
stricken mother our warmest sym- 
pathies are tendered in this sudden 
alfiiction and we sincerely trust that 
a comforting ray of sunshine may 
come from our Heavenly Father to 
cheer and solace them in their be- 
reavement and loneliness. 

Alderman Mellen said— The days 
of our years are three score years 
and ten, thus spake the inspired psal- 
mist of Israel many centuries before 
the Christian era. It what he said 
was true, our departed friend for 
Avhom we grieve tonight had not 
lived out one half his allotted time. 
The sun of his life had not reached 
the meridian, but was even then 
climbing the eastern sky and so the 
pity of it— his untimely death. 

But in the estimation of life, Mr. 
President, it seems to me we must 
measure it not by quantity, but by 
quality. Sometimes a v-ery short life 
seems so nmch. I have known of a 
little baby life coming into a family, 
and proA'ing a great blessing, for be- 
fore it came there was coldness and 
estrangement, and this little life 
brought love and affection into a 
household, and although the life was 
short, its inrtuetice remained forever. 
And so the question is, not how long 
one li\*es. but bow well one lives, and 
that is the question that we can an- 
swer tonight in regard to our friend. 

For thirty-one years Mr. Matthews 
was building up a character. Now 
Avhat is character. Character is what 
a man really is, and not what he 
seems to be to the galleries, not Avhat 
he appears to be sometimes to those 
Avho usually meet him, but as Dwight 
L. Moody expressed it, “What a 
man is after dark,** and that well 
applies to our friend, Mr. Matthews. 
He Avas a man of high character, 
noble ideas, and stooped to nothing 
low or contemptible. Was he a faith- 
ful public servant ? Yes. Was he a 
loyal friend? Yes. Was he a good 
husband and son? Yes, he Avas all 
these, and svhy? Because he had a 
noble character. 

Character is moie than one act and 
it is more than one succession of 
acts. It is AA-hat is above, and be- 
neath all acts, and a character such 
as I have described, belonged to Mr. 
Matthews, A character he had earned 
by hard untiring persistent efforts. 

'When we met in th*5 chamber six 
short weeks ago he was Avith us, Avith 
the glow of health upon his cheek 
and his ste)> firm and elastic. We had 
no more cause to fear that his life 
would go from us than any life in 
this chamber would, but he has left 
us as mourners, and not only Ave 
who are gathered in this chamber to- 
night, but the Avhole City of Newton 
are mourners, because they have lost 
a faithful serA’ant. Our friend on 
the right, (the City Clerk), has lost 
a faithful helper, one on Avhom he 
has leaned and relied, aud it is with 
mournful pleasure that 1 rise to second 
the resolutions. 

City Cerk Kingsbury was given the 
privilege of the floor, and ^spoke as 
folloAvs: 

“When a life Is taken away at al- 
most its opening into maturing ac- 
complishments, we speak of it as a 
great disappointment in a human 
career. We cling at least to the 
three score and ten years in our 
thought of a well rounded life, and 
our aims in Avhatever calling are 
based upon such considerations. It 
is questionable Avhether any life hOAv- 
ever short, or long, is incomplete or 
has not fulfilled its mission. The 
starting up of enduring friendships, 
the manifestations of qualities which 
command our respect and admira- 
tion, ability to do something better 
than another, are features in human 
lives Avhich’ can never fail to exert 
an influence to be felt for good 
among one’s felloAvs and associates. 

Possessing such qualities as I have 
referred to, Mr. MatthcAvs Avon his 
way steadily to promotion, though of 
retiring disposition. Waiting a neces- 
sary surgical operation, his last 
Avofds to me Avere, as he left the ollice 
on Friday, July 25, “It is not con- 
sidered a dangerous operation and I 
Avili be back on Tuesday.” On that 
day he sank into heavy sleep from 
Avhich no human agency could awaken 
him and his course Avas ended on the 
morning of Friday, August 1st. 

“When the little child Avhich came 
into his household Avith such a wel- 
come Avas taken from it, Mr. Mat- 
thcAvs, then on a bed of sickness 
himself, said to me as I entered 
his room one evening, “The 
dream is over.” How true this is 
noAV of him. The dream of accom- 
plishments and <iuiet pursuit of hap- 
piness, or of Avhatever attainment he 
hud in vieAv, ts over. But those of us 
who knoAV him here Avill reinenibcr 
his uniform courtesy, his willingness 
to perform any and every duty, and that 
Avhat he did Avas done well. He may 
have been inspired, as Adelaide Proc- 
tor so beautifully says in one of her 
hymns: 

Every hour that fleets so slowly 

Has its task to do or bear; 

Luminous the croAvn, and holy, 

If thou set each gem with care. 

The resolutions were then unani- 
mously adopted by a rising vote. 

HEARINCiS. 

No one appeared at the hearing 
upon the laying out of a foot bridge 
over the railroad ai Chestnut Hill 
and it avus closed. 

At the hearing upon taking land for 
main seAver in Cold Sprinir SAvump, 
to reach EUot and Nesvton High- 
lands, Desmond Fitiigcrald, (he en- 
gineer of the Metropolitan Water 
Board appeared in opposition and 
read a letter sent to the City from 
that Board in which objection is 
based to tunnelling the Sudbury 
' Aqueduct at the depth of 27 feet as 
proposed. The board believes that it 
Avill be dangerous and that any break 
ill that aqueduct will deprive the 
entire metropolitan district of Avater. 
They sugtfest a delay until their iieAv 
u((ueduct IS* completed in about a 
year, or a temporary 8 incli pipe just 


under the aqueduct, or the establish- 
ment of a small ^pumping plant to 
raise the sewerage over the aqueduct. 

City Engineer Farnham said that 
the aqueduct had been tunnelled be- 
fore and that the work could be done 
safely. He suggested that the tem- 
porary expedient suggested would en- 
tail additional cost. 

Mr. F. R. Moore stated that drain- 
age was badly needed in his section 
and many estates had 3 or 4 cesspools 
and still had trouble with sewerage. 
The houses are thickly settled, arc 
about 12 years old and a sewer is a 
necessity. The board of health has 
also recognized the necessity and re- 
commended sewers. 

Mr. H. G. Brinkerhoff said he 
had liA^ed in Eliot for 5 years and 
had 3 cesspools on his place, and he 
believed it a bad condition for young 
people with large families. 

Mr. G, E. French said he owned 
an estate in Eliot and had bad con- 
stant trouble Avith his cesspools. 

Mr. E. P. Jones said that water 
backs up ill his cellar from the cess- 
pool. 

In reply to a question, Mr, Moore 
said he thought the people of Eliot 
would not object to Avaiting a year if 
they could be assured of the sewer 
at that time, 

Mr. A. R. Torrey said the neigh- 
borhood really needs a sewer and sug- 
gested that part of the work might be 
done before there Avas need of cross- 
ing the aqueduct. 

At the hearing on taking land for 
a sewer in HaAvthorne street, Mr. P. 
F. Canovan said he was putting up 
a new house and needs a sewer. He 
said there Avere only two houses to 
be served. 

Mr. Janies Walton said he did not 
object to the sewer but he did not 
want to pay another sewer assess- 
ment. 

Mr. Reuben Forknall desired to re- 
serve any rights the Egan estate 
might have, as he had not had defi- 
nite instructions in the matter. 

At the hearing upon the alteration 
and relocation of the tracks of the 
Commonwealth Avenue StreetRailway 
Company in a portion of Boylston 
street, President Adams D. Clatliii 
said that the plan Avas the result of a 
conference held last summer and that 
the agreement suggested then had 
now been signed by the tAvo companies 
interested, and would straighten 
out the matter of tracks on Boylston 
street. Mr. Claflln then said that the 
hearing last summer Avas the first 
time his company had received any 
official notice of the desires of the 
oity ill that matter. 

FROM THE MAYOR. 

The following communications Avere 
received from the Mayor: 

Submitting appointment of Geo. 
Royal Pulsifer as a member of the 
Board of Health vice Vl’tlliam F, 
Bacon resigned. The appointment 
was confirmed, 15 favorable ballots 
being cast.

Political Notes. 


There Is no doubt the authors of 
the “Democratic Campaign Text 
Book” intended their publication to 
be regarded seriously by the Ameri- 
can public, but as a matter of fact' 
it transcends anything genuinely 
humorous since the passing of Ar- 
temus Ward. A casual perusal of it 
would suggest that the word “Text” 
in the title could consistently be 
changed to “Jest” in order that the 
unsuspecting reader might be pre- 
pared for the surprise in store when 
the mirth -provoking contents are 
approached. Yet after all, the vol- 
ume is not built upon altogether un- 
scientific lines. It starts out with a 
distinct method, for after the “Spirit 
of Democracy”— the same old spook 
that made the memory of Jefferson 
famous— has been paraded for a 
brief page in the beginning of the 
book, then the intellect is sandbagged 
into submission by many pages of the 
latest Democratic platform. After 
that if the reader survives he is led 
by devious routes through 109 san- 
guinary pages Avhich serve to con- 
vince him that the Philippine war 
was a grim necessity. A lighter 
touch folloAvs Avhereby the authors, 
by 80 pages of fiction, figures and 
pictures concerning the tariff, try to 
prove that the residents of j3^uropc 
for several years past have been buy- 
ing shoe buckles, egg beaters, rat 
traps and axle grease some 6 or 7 per 
cent, cheaper than the Americans. 

While the Democratic Campaign 
Book is noAv before the public in its 
entirety, and is really not entitled to 
the consideration of thoughtful citi- 
zens, yet it was launched in all seri- 
ousness and to that extent should be 
brielly considered. Out of its 384 
pages, 240 are devoted to the issue of 
imperialism, which is dead, dead, 

I dead. This leaves the Democratic 
cy still in the boneyard, and with 
such an issue it is liable to win out 
I sometime during the Greek Kalends. 
Noav, look at the matter seriously. Do 
I the leaders of the Democratic party 
expect that a House of Representa- 
tives Avill ever be secured by casting 
stones at the honor and loyalty of 
the American Army, or by the pro- 
posal to set the Philippines adrift? 

An old gentleman died recently 
at Deep Hollow, W. Va,, and left 
positive instructions that he should 
not be buried in any graveyard Avith 
Republicans nearby. The executors 
have looked the field over very care- 
fully and have decided that in order 
to fulfil the old man’s request this 
fall it AvitI be necessary to bury him 
at sen. 

The great trouble Avith the Demo- 
cratic party leaders, judging from 
their recent utterances concerning 
the trusts, seems to be that they have 
failed to recognize the great changes 
that have taken place in economic, 
commercial and social conditions.

To-morrow he will visit Knoxville, 
Wednesday he will spend at Ashe- | 
ville, N. C.. andou Wednesday even- ^ 
ing he will pass through Washington 
on his way to Oyster Bay, where he 
will remain a little over a week rest- 
ing and will then go west on his long 
anticipated western trip. The enthu- | 
siasm which greeted the t-'rcsident in 
Washington and, in fact, alt along 
the line, must have proved most grat- 
ifying to him. The people in their i 
desire to express their satisfaction | 
that he bad escaped with so little in- 
jury from his serious accident cheered 
him repeatedly and vociferously. Mr. 
Roosevelt declared that he was none 
the worse for his mishap but ex- | 
pressed profound regret at the fate of 
“poor Craig,’ 'to whom he frequently | 
referred. Apparently the sudden kill- 
ing of his faithful attcudant had 
saddened him. 

The democratic campaign book 
which was issued last week serves as 
another evidence of the degeneracy 
of the democratic party from the 
high plane it once occupied in the 
councils of the country to an aggre- 
gation of quarrelsome malcontets who 
care nothing for the good of party or 
the welfare of country but are each 
tenacious of their own views irrespec- 
live of the effect on the whole. The 
prominence given to Senator Car- 
mack’s Philipine views furnishes an 
excellent example. Although the 
older and more respected members of 
the party arc silent on this subject, 
a large amount of space is devoted 
to the erratic views of the Tennessee 
senator and those who follow his lead. 
Be*'eft of legitimate grounds on 
which to base an argument, 'recourse 
has been had to the report of the 
members of the War Departineiit's 
board of surgeons and professional 
statements %vhich arc totally unfit for 
reproduction in a pamphlet intended 
for general circulation are published 
and dilated upon and a series of en- 
tirely unwarranted deductions arc 
made therefrom. The publication of 
such matter is ample evidence of the 
absolute lack of sound reasons for 
appealing to the people for democratic 
votes. 

General Grosvenor of Ohio passed 
through Washington one day recently 
and talked interestingly on the 
political situation. Speaking of the 
prospects generally he said that it 
was inconceivable to him that any 
sensible person would vote the demo- 
cratic ticket. For the past twenty 
years, the republican party has stood 
for progress and the welfare of the 
people while the democratic party has 
rent and torn itself ivith academic 
discussions more often than not of 
unimportant subjects. Internally the 
democratic party was rent into num- 
erous factions which never could or 
would get together and no man could 
predict the result of the election of a 
democratic president beyond the fact 
that judged by past experience it 
would mean disaster to the country. 
The republican party, on the con- 
trary. stood now and had always 
stood for a single policy. Tlicrc 
might arise differences of opinion 
among the leaders in certain cases 
and the different propositions would 
be warmly advocated but there were 
no quarrels and no dissensions. They 
followed the principles of the consri- 
ttilion and stood by the decision of 
the majority and when the majority 
had expressed itself all work for the 
success of the party even though the 
platform did not altogether coincide 
with the particular views of each. 

The recently issued report of the 
auditor for the Interior Department 
gives ground for the statement that 
the pension rolls arc decreasing, and 
that the country has seen the apex for 
the appropriations for that purpose. 
While no true republican has ever 
begrudged the payment of the debt 
due to the brave men who came to 
Buppor the Union in ’60, ’65. as with 
all other debts, it is pleasant to sec 
the end in sight, and republican lead- 
ers are gratified to learn that after a 
policy of the utmost liberality to dis- 
abled soldiers and those dependent on 
them the demands on the treasury are 
tending toward a decrease. Certain 
democratic opponents have seen lit to I 
comment adversely upon the fact that [ 
the pension rolls included nearly a 
million names, but a more careful ex- 
aiiiiMation reveals the fact that not- 
withstanding the adjudication of be- 
tween 200,000 and 300,000 new claims, 
there has been practically no increase 
in the list during the past year. 
Moreover, during the year of 1892-3 
the total disbursements for pensions 
amounted to $156,806,537, whereas dur- 
ing the last fiscal year, the amount 
actually expended for ‘pensions 
amounted to but $137,4(X),741 nearly 
$2^000,000 leas. The burden has been 
a neavy one, but tJie people have 
borne it cheerfully and increased pros- 
perity has attended their generosity.

The troubles on Bovlstoii street

The Newton Coiiipanics furnish the 
first public information of their 
rutnered agreement with the Bos- 
ton Elevated for a through service to 
Boston, b)’ their application for 
track connections at Lake street. This 
matter is far reaching in its possi- 
'bilitics for improved service for New- 
ton, and President Clad in and his as- 
sociates deserve every encouragement 
in their efforts in this direction. 

The mayor reminds the aldermen 
•that the assessors have figured close- 
ly in fixing the tax rate at ?16.40and 
urges great care in making addition- 
al anpropriations. The words of the 
inayorj call attention to the peculiar 
position that official occupies in the 
administration of the fiscal affairs of 
the city. To the popular mind, the 
mayor is the one person responsible 
for all the good and all the ill that 
the muiiicipality experiences. He is 
^blamed for a high tax rate and com- 
^ncjoded for a low one, while as a 
•nvittcr of fact, he ha.s but little to do 
ivith the matter. 

While it is true that the mayor has 
a veto power over legislation, it is 
also a fact that no financial matters 
can pass the alderincii in the first 
instance, without the same number 
•of votes as will suilice to overwhelm 
a veto. So that, as a rule, an execu- 
tive veto is usually discounted in ad- 
vance. 

The aldermen therefore, are the 
Tcal power in the matter of the tax 
3cvy, and, it is to the aldermen that 
the mayor addresses his appeal for 
-.trict economy. 

The appointment of Mr. George 
Koyal Pulsifer as a tncinber of the

Across the Continent 


A Graphic Man’s Experience in the West 


Portland, Orciron, Auffust 2'lth, 1902. I 
Dear Graphic:— In niy last letter 
I completed niv deseri ption of the j 
various places of interest in and 
about Ivos Angeles. 

My visit to beautiful southern Cali- , 
fornia was at an end and it was with ! 
much regret that I prepared for the 
journey hoitiewartl. Mr. Harry S. 
Johnson, formerly a well known New- 
ton resident, was to have been niy 
companion a part of the way but 
having secured a fine position in one 
of the city banks he remained behind. 
Owing to washouts in Teaxs the 
train on the coast line division of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad was five 
hours late. The trip as far as Pa- 
jaro was on the main line and was a 
repetition of my journey southward 
some weeks previous. This was cov- 
ered during the night and early in 
the morning a party of ten left the 
train to take the branch line to Santa 
Cruz: We missed the morning train 
by some twenty minutes so had to 
wait until afternoon. The town of 
Pajaro is small and uninteresting and 
the time dragged rather slowly but 
finally we were on our way. The 
twenty mile ride to Santa Cruz is 
through a pretty country and as the 
road closely follows the shore of 
Monterey bay, fine sea views can be 
had. The situation of Santa Cruz is 
most attractive and is a delightful 
spot for recreation and rest. The city 
is located in the sharp bend of the 
northern curve of the bay and is one 
of the gayest seaside resorts on the 
coast. The beach is one of the best 
in the world; it is shelving, giving 
fine facilities for bathing and in its 
sheltered situation does not have the 
heavy rolling surf that thunders on 
■the outer shore. Deep water fishing 
in the bay is always good and at 
times salmon are caught in large 
quantities. The streets are smooth 
and hard as a floor and pleasant 
drives can be taken up and down the 
beach, along the bluffs and into the 
canons and mountains. During the 
winter months callas bloom by the 
millions, smilax grows in profusion 
on the house porches, marguerite 
bushes, eight feet high are buried 
under their white and yellow blos- 
soms, and roses, carnations and 
chrysanthemums are gay with a mass 
of color. The old missions of Santa 
Cruz, San Juan Bautista and San 
Carlos arc in this vicinity and as all 
are of romantic interest they are 
worth the time spent in visiting 
them. T^vo miles west of the city 
the Catholic Ladies’ Aid Society, 
with headquarters at San Francisco, 
have secured a tract of thirty acres 
and have established the pleasant 
settlement of Santa Maria Del Mar. 
The tract running inland, from the 
beach is handsomely laid out into 
tree* lined squares, has a command- 
ing situation and the chief attraction 
for tourists in the Hotel del Mar. 
At the southern end of the curve of 
land, twenty miles across the bay, is 
the town of Monterey, which was 
founded in 1602 by t^ebastiaii Vis- 
cattio. It was abandoned but in 1770 
was refotiiided by Father Junipero 
Serra, the I'anious missionary. A 
monument to his memory has been 
erected by Mrs. Lelmid btantord and 
stands on the heights a short distance 
above the mouth of the little canon, 
where the first mass was said. The 
ancient tort, erected by the Americans 
ill the war wiih Mexico in 1846-47, 
the old custom house, where the first 
flag was raised in California, and 
adobe ruins, remnants of the brilliant 
days of Spanish domination arc 
features of the town to be visited by 
tourists. This was the first state 
capital and near here is located the 
famous Hotel del Monte in a grove of 
pine, oak and cedar. One hundred 
and twenty-five acres of cultivated 
flower gardens constitute the immedi- 
ate grounds of the hotel, but in addi- 
tion there are many thousands of 
acres of wild forest, mountain and 
valley lands belonging to the hotel 
proprietors. The hotel is considered 
by many the flnest on the coast and 
has for the amusement of its guests a 
club house, bowling alleys, billiard 
rooms, bathing pavilion, race track, 
polo grounds and a fine golf course. 
Among the greatest of the attractions 
is the seventeen mile drive, a clean 
macademized highway free from dust 
and nind at all times. Pacific Grove 
is also a popular seaside resort and 
here arc held educational sessions of 
the Chautauqua and the annual con- 
ferences of the Methodist Episcopal 
church. The Leland Stanford Junior 
University, through the public spirit 
of Mr. Timothy Hopkins, has its 
marine laboratory here and the work 
of this department takes deservedly 
high rank in educational circles. On 
the way northward by the narrow* 
gauge, a five mile ride brings the 
train to the Big Trees, a grove of 
giant, Sequoia, redwoods by the 
roadside. These trees are so massive, 
so towering, that figures mean noth- 
ing in describing them. Some arc 
3<X> feet high and JO feet in diameter 
and ill one a dour and windows w'ere 
cut tlirough the walls to the great 
hollow within. Here in the early 
time a family lived and a child was 
born. This ivas General Freeinont*s 
old camping' ground in the days of 
the war with Mexico and these forest 
giants were no doubt ancient trees 
centuries before the birth of Christ. 
Seven miles from here is Boulder 
lYeek on a branch line through a 
broad canon. One of the clioicest 
ipots is Ben Lomond, a great flat- 
topped niountain not far away and 
noted for its forest streams, orchards 
and camps. 

The trip to San Jose is through 
tjte Santa Cruz mountains and is a 
constantly shifting panorama of 
varied scenery. The ground is cov- 


ered with verdure in wonderful varie- 
ty .’ind vast forests of rcdwootl, oak. 
niadronas, laurel, blanket tlic slopes 
and crown the summits. Deep and 
shady canons are frequent and in 
many of them orchards, vineyards 
and pretty country towns are tucked 
away pleasantly suggesting beauty, 
repose and health. San Jose and l^ick 
(.tbservatory I have mentioned in a 
previous letter; the former is of in- 
terest to tourists an<l from there 
carriages arc taken for the beautiful 
ride to Lick Observatory on Mount 
Hamilton. Palo Alto is near the San 
Francisquito Creek, which is the 
boundary between San Mateo and 
Santa Clara counties. On the bank 
of the Creek, near the railroad is a 
tall tree — in Spanish palo alto— and it 
is from this lonely redwood, oddly 
removed from its natural home in the 
Santa Cruz mountains, that the town 
was named. It is a charming and 
ideal place for homes and came i»ito 
existance largely as an adjunct of 
the Leland Stanford Junior Universi- 
ty. The buildings arc about a mile 
away but the entrance to the spacious 
grounds is but a few steps From the 
railroad station. The University w'as 
planned in 1833 by Senator Leland 
Stanford as a memorial to his son 
and only child and to the institution 
he dedicated property valued at 
twenty million. More than a passing 
view must be had of this University, 
which is gradually but surely assum- 
ing foremost rank among the educa- 
tional institutions of the country. 
Its construction was begun in 1887 
and the quaint Moorish architecture 
of the early California missions was 
adopted. The arrangement is quad- 
rangular; the inner line of buildings 
one story and the outer two stories 
high, inclose a vast court ornamented 
with plants, shrubbery, flowers and 
fountains. A stately memorial arch 
opens into the court from the drive- 
way and opposite is the chapel built 
on the classic lines, which has made 
Trinity church of Boston fa.nous 

throughout the world. The buildings 
are of yellow sandstone and arc roofed 
with red tiles. An arcade about a 
mile in length faced the court and 
forms a continuous covered passage 

entirely around it. Here is the 

library, great on the day of its birth, 
a fore-ordained fountain to be drawn 
upon by light seeking millions of 
students yet to come. The instruc- 

tive museum with its wealth of 
treasures, many of them gathered 
abroad, is in another part of the 
grounds as is also the separate dor- 
mitories for the young men and wo- 
men, a small village of residences, 
and the club houses of the college 
fraternities. But after all, what 
more than incidents are these when 
compared with the earnest throng 
that gather to take in the educational 
advantages of the university. It be- 
ing free, in the broadest sense, de- 
mands upon it for admission are so 
great that the highest standard of ex- 
amination has to be obtained to limit 
the attendance. With exceeding 
depth and breadth of wisdom were its 
foundations laid, when it was 
ordained that w’ithout sectarian bias 
its teachings should point to an over- 
ruling Providence that guides the 
a flairs of men. With marvelous 
patience and self-denial has the sur- 
viving founder, the widow sorrowing 
for her husband and the mother 
mourning for her son, pursued her 
creative way as revealed in its in- 
ception. No one can fail to approach 
the classic pile without a feeling of 
reverence, containing as it does all 
that is mortal of Leland .Stanford, 
and of the son in whose memory the 
university was created. May a bene- 
diction rest upon it and may its fac- 
ulty and students keep the princi- 
ples for which it was founded in 
mind so long as gratitude appreciates 
the blessings of human love. Many 
of the towns nearer San Francicso are 
the country homes of its wealthy 
residents. Among them are Bur- 
lingame, San Mateo, Belmont and 
Menlo Park. I arrived in 'Frisco in 
the afternoon and after a three hours' 
wait left for Oregon and^ Washing- 
ton via the Shasta route of the South- 
ern Pacific railroad. The first stop 
was at Sacramento then the train 
passes through the valley of the river 
of that name which is one of the 
most productive agricultural districts 
of California. Here are great wheat 
fields, stock ranches, fruit farina con- 
taining most of the fruits found in 
the Houthern part of the state. It may 
surprise some who have always iden- 
tified oranges with the South to learn 
that in the North the golden fruit 
grows in perfection and quantity 
second to none. The soil in some of 
the northern counties has been found 
adapted to the sugar beet and a con- 
siderable acreage is planted each 
year, the product going to the sugar 
factories. All tliese products can be 
raised because while there is perpetu- 
al snow on the mountain tops there 
is perpetual summer in the valleys. 
Over one hundred miles are covered 
before the end of the valley is reached 
and the train goes through Maryville 
Tehama. Red Butf and other small 
towns. The two great niountain 
ranges of California, the Sierras and 
the Coast Range which extend the 
length of the eastern and western 
borders of the state, meet at the north 
and the Siskiyou Mountains extend 
laterally along the northern line, form- 
ing a natural barrier between Cali- 
fornia and Oregon. In this vicinity 
are the finest and most extensive 
forests of sugar and yellow pine, 
spruce and fir timber and some of the 
largest hiinber and milling enter- 
prises are carried on in these moi^n- 
tains. The forests of California are 
iier crowning glory, not us sources of 
lumber for market but as a great 
jireserver of moisture and as the 
mother of the creeks and rivers. In- 
telligent use of this great blessing 
svill give an usiurunce of unchanging 
climatic conditions and ample sup- 
ply of timber for all possible pur- 
poses. In the early morning from 
Chico the first view of Mount bhasta 
was obtained, its snow white peak 
clear cut against the blue sky. This 
inagiiiticent mountuin.an extinct vol- 
cano (14,40U feet in height), domin- 


ates the landscape and has been pro- 
nounced the most satisfaclorv of the 
htgli mountains of tlic world, as it 
stands out almost solitary and alone 
its height and massiveness arc all the 
more iinpressive. There arc. In fact, 
three peaks, tlie central one being 
flanked on the west by a large crater, 
whose rim is at an elevation of about 
12,000 feet. Dnnsinuir on the foot 
liiils is rather attractive, resembling 
a mining town and has a number of 
sunimcr residences. Upper Soda 
Springs is 15 miles from Mount 
Siiasta, has one of the best iron 
springs in the state and from this 
])oiiit the scenery grows wilder and if 
possible more picturesque. The bigli, 
frowning, preciptions walls of the 
Sacramento Canon are exceedingly- 
narrow and further progress scents 
almost impossible. Tlie hotel is a 
comfortable, old-fashioned country 
inn and there is a general air of 
homelikeness very attractive to the 
traveller. The altitude is 2250 feet, 
and the temperature is quite uniform 
in summer, not often reaching above 
35 degrees, and the nights arc com- 
fortable, The waters of these 
springs contain iron, sulphur, mag- 
nesia, soda, lithia and plenty of 
carbonic acid gas. Shasta Retreat is 
located near the famous Shasta Soda 
Spring and is in the very center of 
the celebrated mineral spring reigon, 
several of the finest springs being 
on the grounds. Plants and flowers 
grow here in profusion and trout and 
salmon fishing is good in the season. 
Shasta Springs is the crowning 
achievement of nature in this region. 
The hotel is most picturesquely situ- 
ated in the wild gorge of the Upper 
Sacramento, the splashing, tumbling 
river being only a few feet away. 
Tall pines grow thickly on the slopes 
of the mountains and there is a rich 
undergrowth. Only a few steps to 
the right of the hotel and railroad 
station are the beautiful Mossbrae 
Falls. The first impression one has 
is of awe and wonder; the cascades 
fall from a great height and seem to 
have just broken out of the rock for 
the first time as the mosses, ferns 
and wild flowers are as fresh and 
well grown as if they had never been 
disturbed. The spring has*been con- 
fined in a huge concrete basin en- 
closed ill an artistic kiosk and the 
water is free to all who care to drink 
it. Near by are the large bottling 
works, where the water is put up for 
the market. An analysis of the Shasta 
water shows that the principal in- 
gredients are carbonate of magnes- 
ium, bicarbonate of sodium, chloride 
of sodium and carbonate of calcium. 
It also contains lithium, iron, arsenic 
in smaller amefunts— in all nineteen 
ingredients. It is clear and spark- 
ling, of an agreeable flavor, highly 
charged with carbonic acid gas and 
can be drunk freely with beneficial 
results. From here the train goes on 
to Sisson and Upton and from there 
through a mountainous country ^ 
Siskiyon. Coles is the dividing line 
between California and Oregon and 
after passing through the Siskiyon 
tunnel the descent is made down the 
north side of the range to Ashland in 
the Rogue River Valley. Father 
north is the Valley of the Uinpiqua 
River, then the V’alley of the Walla- 
niettc and a descent for nearly 200 
miles brought us to Portland. I will 
describe this city and my trip north 
ward in my next letter.

CLEAR VIEWS 

Of General Bancroft of the 
Boston Elevated R. R. 

As to Possibilities of Collision Between 
Street Cars* and Other Vehicles. 


In view of the accident to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s party at Pittsfield, a 
Boston Journal reporter last week in- 
terviewed President Bancroft and 
others competent to speak on the sub- 
ject of the running of electric cars. 

In answer to the reporter’s ques- 
tion. President Bancroft said: 

“I know absolutely nothing of 
course, about what actually took 
place when the electric car rati into 
the carriage containing the Presi- 
dent. I have read some of the state- 
ments in the newspapers, but they 
do not agree, and I place little de- 
pendence upon them. I do know 
something, however, about the use 
of the streets by electric cars and 
other vehicles, and this proposition 
experience has shown to be a safe 
one to make, namely: 

“That a situation hardly ever ex- 
ists when an electric car and another 
vehicle arc in the same vicinity but 
what either the motorman or the 
driver of the other vehicle can prevent 
an accident. This seems to be a 
pretty strong statement and it im- 
plies, of course, not only skill and 
vigilance but a strong imagination, 
which may be the result either of 
experience or of careful study.” 

I “These collisions always happen 
I because the person who controls one 
vehicle or the other does not have 
I his vehicle under such control as to 
keep out of the way of the other. An 
electric car, of course, cannot turn 
; out, but the motorman can know 
when a vehicle is ahead of him, can 
know when it is alongside of him, 
can know that at intersecting streets 
there may be a vehicle which will 
come upon him suddenly. Knowing 
these facts, under such situations his 
car ought to be under such control 
that it can be stopped within a very 
few feet. 

‘The driver of a vehicle can turn 
out. The driver of a vehicle is put 
upon his alarm when he is on, or 
when he approaches, a street upon 
which there are car tracks, and he 
can take precautions accordingly to 
avoid being on tracks when there may 
be a nearby vehicle which ordinarily 
moves swiftly. In other words, he 
must be sure that he has room enough 
to get out of its w’ay. The failure 
to do this on the part of motormen 
and on the part of drivers almost 
invariably causes these collisions.” 
—From a statement made by the 
President of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. 

“There may be, of course, cases 
(although it is very hard for me to 
conceive of one,) where no foresight 
would prevent a collision of this 
sort. There might, of course, be a 
case where the car or the horses 
were not under the control of the 
motornjan or the driver: but I have 
in mind cases where, as is usual, 
the vehicle is under control and the 
failure to observe or to anticipate 
conditions which it is known may 
arise causes damage. 

“I have invariably instructe<l my 
own coachmen when they approach 
a stieet upon which there are car 
tracks to look and listen, having the 
team well under control. Also, when 
upon a street where there are car 
tracks, never to cross the tracks un- 
til they are sure that they have am- 
ple room. Of course, the street car 
company is usually held responsible 
for these collisions, but as a matter 
of fact, and in actuality, the drivers 
of horse vehicles or of other vehicles 
which are not confined to a track arc 
the more frequently to blame. 

“People who do not refiect upon 
this subject, as I have to as a matter 
of business, do not think of this; but 
when it comes to the question of the 
life and safety of one’s own rela- 
tives, it is a prudent man who in- 
structs his driver to make sure that 
his vehicle cannot be in a situation 
where it can be run into.”

WABAN LOCATIftN. 

Before Railroad Comsat 
sioners for Approval. 

How Shall Charter of (he Waltham 
Co. be Constmed? 


A further stage in the street rail- 
way war ^developed before the Rail* 
road Commissioners yesterday morn- 
ing, when the Newton Compauiev 
opposed the approval of the Lower 
Falls and Waban location recently 
granted the Waltham Company. 

The Waltham Company was repre* 
sen ted by President Hinds, Attorney- 
Chamberlain and Judge Milton, the 
Nesvton Companies by Preiidenc 
Clafitn and Counsel Cooitdge, the Ga«^ 
Company by W. F. Bacon and the 
City by Mr. Slocurh. In the audience 
were noticed W. F. Hammett, Sydney 
Harwood, Alderman Baker, F. A, 
Childs, W. H. Gould. L. H. Bacon*. 
A. D. Locke, A. S. Barnes, J. H* 
Robinson, A. H. Rol fe, J. W. Fish- 
er and Rev, D. A. Morchou.se. 

Mr. Coolidge based his objections 
to approval on the ground that the 
charter of the Waltham Company fixed 
is Newton terminus at Newtonville 
square and its total length at 6 miles. 
He claimed they should be held 
strictly to their charter and not al- 
lowed to rove any where in the city. 

Mr. Chamberlain said his com- 
pany had original rights in Newton, 
and that the commission had recog- 
nized this in denying their petition 
to extend in Newton and by granting 
their right to build in Wellesley. He 
claimed their charter was to be con- 
strued broadly as otherwise they 
would be perpetually- barred from 
building in Newton. 

Chairman Jackson remarked that 
he relieved the namitie of the ter- 
minus in the charter as very impor- 
tant, and failed to differentiate be- 
tween the rights of the Waltham 
Company before their original peti- 
tion to reach Newtonville square had 
been refused and after. Mr. Cham- 
berlain was given permission to file a 
written brief of his claims, and the 
hearing closed.

The report of the Public Franchise 
committee, leave to withdraw on 
petition of the B. & W. Street Rail- 
way Co. for location in Dedham, 
Parker,;Cy press and Centre streets, 
but with favorable suggestions as to 
reading. Oak Hill from Newton High- 
laiidswas then taken up. 

Alderman Trowbridge said it had 
been deemed wise to hold this matter 
open until other matters had been 
disposed of. As these matters were 
now out of the wav he favored the 
acceptance of the report. 

Alderman Webster desired the re- 
port laid on the table until the resi- 
dents of Oak Hill could be heard 
from. He believed it an admitted fact 
that Oak Hill need street railway ac- 
commodations and said the Worcester 
Company would not ask for the Walnut 
street route. He believed the loca- 
tion could be granted to Boylston 
street under the present petition. 

Alderman Hutchinson asked the 
reasons for delay as he believed am- 
ple time had already been given. 

Alderman Mellen said the matter 
had been delayed on his motion and 
at the request of residents of Oak 
Hill. He believed that these people 
intended to take action very soon, 
Alderman Webster said the peti- 
tion had been refused by the com- 
initec as the company wished to build 
a dirt road and he believed the city 
should require a paved road, full land 
damages, etc. (itherwisc the company 
should have leave to withdraw. 

Alderman Trowbridge had no desire 
to press ins motion but as the late 
alderman from Ward 6 had strongly 
opposed the Parker street location on 
both sides of Boylston street, U might 


he well to wait until his sneeasor liad 
I been elected on October 6th. 

The report was then laid on the 
table. 

Alderman Trowbridge asked if the 
select com tn it tec on the petition of 
Esther Brickett for a common victu- 
aller license was ready to report, and 
Aider man Webster said that they had 
interviewed the railway company as 
to a waiting room tn Noiiantnni 
square and had been in formed that 
the companies were in communica- 
tion with the mayor, who was hand- 
ling the matter. 

Tl:e select committee was then 
granted further time. 

BOYLSTON street. 

The clerk then read a communica- 
tion from Alderman Webster giving 
notice of intention to move a recon- 
sidcratioii of the order authorizing a 
relocation and alteration of the tracks 
of the Commonwealth Avenue Street 
Railway Co. on Boylston street. 

President Weed assumed the chair 
at this point, and Alderman Webster 
moved the reconsideration of the 
above iiientioiicd order. 

In speaking of this matter Alder- 
man Webster said he did not do so 
for the purpose of delay, but on in- 
vestigating the subject, he found 
that this order would relieve the Com- 
monwealth Co. from giving free 
transfers. He then detailed the his- 
tory of the company to show that it 
did not concede free transfers until 
the Paul street location in 1899, and 
as the order of relocation only re- 
ferred to restrictions in force on Oct. 

1, 1898, he did not believe it wise to 
pass it in that form. He thought if 
the relocation was properly granted 
the free transfer condition might 
still apply. 

In reply to a question of Alderman 
Trowbridge, City Solicitor Slocum | 
said the order in question has no 
bearing on the free transfer question. 
The aldermen in making a relocation 
cannot impose new restrictions. The 
order had been drafted, in accordance 
with the agreements made by the 
street railway companies and the 
select committee, and only affects the 
tracks on Boylston street. The order 
makes no other change in the rela- 
tions of the Commonwealth Com- 
pany and the city. Mr. Slocum then 
related the history of the company, 
and said that the law of 1898 re- 
quired all extensions of locations to 
be on same terms as original loca- 
tions, and that the Supreme Court 
had upheld that point in recent de- 
cisions. 

Alderman Webster said he believed 
the order was passed under a misun- 
derstanding, as it had never been 
considered in its present draft by 
any committee of the board. He be- 
lieved it deprived the citizens of 
Newton of free transfers on this road, 
as they were not in force on Oct. 1, 
1898. He saw no delay in reconsid- 
eration and amending the order.

Mr. Dennison’s qnalifications are too 
well known to need any particular 
cjidorsenient from us, but it is not 
rnlv a privilege, but a great pleasure

Aft ibe history of our city progress- 
's, and its scope of importance widens, 
at is most essential that our citizens 
.see the importance of having repre- 
■kcntation in the Board of Aldermen 
by the very best material possible. 
Mr. Dcniitson’s long and successful 
experience in business, and his ac- 
quaintance and familiarity with mat- 
ters of large importance, makes him 
particularly well adapted to the posi- 
tion, and we congratulate not only 
the citizens of Ward 2, but the city at 
large, for the very wise and excellent 
choice made by the citizens of New- 
tonville. The example set by Ward 
3 several years ago, which has been 
followed so admirably by Ward 2, It 
bringing forward representative citi- 
zens for this honorable position, is 
well worthy of imitation by the other 
wards of the city. Too much care 
cannot be taken in selecting the 
right men for these important posi- 
tions, and we feel cotifident if this 
plan is followed carefully, it will be 
but a very short while before the 
Board of Aldermen of the city of 
J'lewton will be looked upon as one 
cf the model legislative councils of 
this Commonwealth. 


The recommendation of the mayor 
that the ordinance.s be amended to 
require heads of departments to sub- 
mit to him requisitions for work and 
supplies ill advance, seems to trespass 
dangerously close to the line of 
legislative interference in executive 
matters. 

The charter cxpre.ssly states that 
“the executive department shall never 
e.xercise any legislative power and 
the legislative department shall never 
e.xercise any executive potver” and 
yet the aldermen arc now requested 
to deliberately interfere with the 
relatioii.s between the mayor and his 
subordinate heads of departmeiiLs. 
The charter further declares that 
“the executive powers of the city shall 
be vested solely in tlic mayor, and 
may be exercised by him either per- 
sonally or through the several offi- 
■cers or boards of the city in their 
departments, under his general sup- 
ervision and control,” 

These quotations seem to give am- 
ple authorily to the mayor in the 
control of heads of departments. 

We believe the mayor is right in 
calling attention to the ordinances 
which seemingly conllict with the 
mctho<l.s he wishes to adopt in gov- 
•‘riiing the c.xccutivc departments, 
but we also lirinly believe that those 
'/rdiiianccs should be entirely rescind- 
ed . and not simply amended . As they 
now stand, and as they propose to 
le amended, the ordinances indicate 
he assmiiptiuii on the part of the 
egislative body to interfere with 
and control the actions of the execu- 
tive departments, a position which 
•,ve believe is not in accordance witli 
the spirit tiur the letter of the city 
^'liarlcr.

Sudden Deain of Rev. G. k. W. Scoit. 

The friends of Rev. George R. W. 
Scott of Kcnrlck Park were greatly 
.Hhocked to learn of hia death la At 
Sunday nt ncrliii, of appendicitis. 
The news was received by cable. 

Dr. Scott and hla wife left Newton 
last spring, to attend the tcr-centcn- 
nary of the John Robinson Memorial 
Church at Gainsborough, England. 
He is survived by a widow and two 
sons, George D. and Arnold Scott. 

Dr. Scott, who was a Coiigrega- 
tioiialist, was born at Pittsburg, He 
studied for the ministry at Middle, 
bury and Andover. His first charge 
was on Chambers street, Boston, 
whence he went to Newport, N. H. 
His next charge wa.s the R oilstone 
Congregational church, Fitchburg. 

After a number of years he went 
to Europe for study and settled in 
Berlin, where he became acquainted 
with many of the leading German 
professors of theology. He remained 
in Berlin about seven years and re- 
ceived the degree Ph. D. from Berlin 
University. On returning to this 
country he supplied the pulpit of the 
First Congregational church of 
Leominster from 1891 to 1896. He 
cameN to Newton about 1897 and has 
since lived at 186 Keiirick park. 

He was an able preacher and fine 
platform speaker. He was a writer 
of considerable note, among his books 
being “The Italian Renaissance of 
Today,” the result of personal study; 

“ Prof. Park of Andover, a Memoir 
of the Greatest American Theologi- 
can Since Jonathan Edwards.” He 
was also a contributor to the Con- 
gregationalist, Chicago Advance the 
Independent and historical and re- 
ligious magazines. 

He had been honored many times 
by his denomination as a delegate to 
various boc(ies and was speaker at 
the last two councils of the Congre- 
gational church and moderator of 
the Massachusetts Association, the 
highest gift of the Congregationalists 
of this state. He had also been a 
delegate to the Evangelical Alliance 
at Florence, Italy. 

He was a member of the executive 
committee of the Home Missionary 
Society, a corporate member of the 
American Board and a member of Ih 
American* Historical Socict 3 ', New 
England Historic-Genealogical So^j 
ciety and the Tuesday Club.

The wild Blruwiierry Is very widely 
diffused over the surface of the earth, 
being found In the chill regions of the 
north us well us in the sunny dimes 
of the south. It Is nut u trutiicul plant, 
how’ever, iiiid except on tiiouiituin sides 
Is nut found south of latitude 38 de- 
grees north. On the European conti- 
nent It grows extensively from Lap- 
land and the Bhellaml isles to Uniy and 
Greece, it is also found througiiout 
western Asia, but Is unknown lit C.'hiua 
aim Japan. It has grown abundantly 
on the bleak hills of Iceland for cen- 
turies. It Is found III America from 
Labrador and British Columbia to the 
pine woods of the southern states and 
on the high lands of .Mexico and the 
Andes. The hardy plant, with Its Uny, 
Scarlet berry, may be said to girdle the 
earth on Uie line of the polar circle and 
several hundred miles southward, ex- 
cept that It is not found in the basin of 
the river Amur, In Hlherlu. i

BOARD OF ALDERMEN 

(Contlntio<1 from pnirp 3.) 


Alderman Trowbridge oppoflcd re- 
t^onsideration a% the matter had been 
considered loiij? and carefully. The 
board of 1901 had overlooked the Com- 
monwealth tracks in granting the lo- 
cation on Boylatoii street, and the 
committee had not been able to get 
the companies together. At the 
hearing on the question of revocating 
the location a happy thought had re- 
sulted in a special committee whidi 
did arrive at an agreement. He did 
not think a small quibble like this 
ought to delay a great public improve- 
ment, when the order had been care- 
fully drafted by the Citv Solicitor, 
Alderman Trowbridge went on to 
say that the matter of free transfers 
between the two companies had been 
one of the sources of contention and 
it was not wise to revive it. 

Alderman Mellen called attention 
to the difference between the ques- 
tion of free transfers between the two 
companies on Boylston street and 
that raised by Alderman Webster. He 
believed the order drafted by Mr. 
81ocum was sufficient and that citi- 
aens would not be deprived of free 
transfers. The special committee 
had a stormy meeting but a definite 
argreement was finally reached. 

The order had been drawn by the 
law officer of the city with all the 
facts before him and he states that 
all the rights the city ever had are 
conserved by the order. 

He did not want any further inter- 
ference with the work of the great 
improvement, by such unnecessary 
delay. 

Alderman Chesley said he should 
not have voted for the order if he 
had known it had never been before 
a committee. He wanted free trans- 
fers from Upper Palls to the Centre 
line, but had been refused as the 
roads do not intersect. 

Alderman Mellen said it would be 
a great convenience to the Upper 
Falls to have such transfers, but em- 
phasized the fact that as that right 
does not exist, it cannot now be im- 
posed. 

Alderman Webster said his pro- 
posed amendment would not affect 
any existing rights of the Common- 
wealth Company, and asked the City 
Solicitor if he thought the Paul street 
location was legal and binding. 

Mr. Slocum answered that he would 
gladly give an opinion, but did not 
think It wise to raise any unnecessary 
questions. 

Alderman Webster thought all the 
tights of the city ought to be pro- 
tected. He questioned whether this 
proposed relocation might not be con- 
sidered an extension and whether the 
law of 1898 would apply. He then 
read his amendment which practi- 
cally struck out the words “in force 
on the first day of October 1898“ and 
inserted the words “in the original 
location and any extensions grant- 
ed.” 

Alderman Mellen said he was quite 
favorably struck with the amendment 
and the City Solicitor could see no 
objection to it. President Weed sug- 
gested the striking out of the words 
referred to but thought it needless to 
insert the others. 

The order was then reconsidered, 
the amendment offered and after the 
City Solicitor had examined the 
phraseology it was adopted. The 
order as amended was then adopted, 
and the matter closed. 

ORDERS. 

An order for relocation of poles 
on Boylston street of the B. & W. 
Street Railway Co. ; granting 882, 
815.50 for city expenses to Oct. 15; 
transferring certain receipts to ap- 
propriation for Poor out of Alms- 
house, and granting S1500 therefrom; 
authorizing Treasurer to receive 
$2000 from state on account Ash street 
drain ; and assigning Oct. 6 for elec- 
tion of alderman from Ward 6, vice 
Kimball deceased, were severally 
adopted. 

An order adopting certain street 
watering assessments as determined 
Dy the Street Commissioner Avas 
adopted after Alderman Hutchinson 
had explained that the order Avas 
offered by advice of the City Solici- 
tor. 

In presenting the order authorizing 
'che Public Buildings Commissioner 
to procure plans and estimates for rc 
moA'al and repairs on small pox ward 
Alderman Hutchinson said that there 
had been a disagreement among the 
doctors as to the best thing to be 
done, but the present plan was satis- 
factory to all. It AA’as proposed to re- 
move the present building to a more 
suitable site, and to make necessary 
additions to properly care for inmates 
and nurses. Immediate action Avas 
imperative as small pox AA’as a win- 
ter disea.se. The plan avUI cost 
roughly about $3,000, but definite 
figures will be presented at the next 
meeting of the board. The order was 
then adopted. 

At 9.58 p. III. the board adjourned.

The 
population of Portland in 1850 was 821, 
in 1860 it had increased to 2,874 and 
since then the city has more than 
doubled every ten years until at 
present it numbers over 90.000. It is 
situated at the head of ocean naviga- 
tion, on a safely protected fresh water 
harbor, 110 miles from the sea and 
is the point where railroads and in- 
land steamers transfer their freight 
to ocean vessels. Portland’s posi- 
tion is unique in that it is the only 
city on the Pacific coast that can be 
reached without climbing high moun- 
tain ranges at heavy cost for railroad 
transportation. It has never been 
boomed as other western cities, yet 
in 1900 its wholesale trade reached 
$110,000,000, while the deposits in its 
banks amounted to about $20,000,000, 
The city impressed me as having a 
“built up in a hurry” look, but it 
has a fine city hall, court house and a 
number of handsome hotels, the prin- 
cipal one being the Portland. This 
establishment was erected by a com- 
pany of citizens at a cost of about 
$750,000, and is considered one of 
the best on the coast. I took a walk 
about the business portion and then 
an electric car through the best resi- 
dential part to the foot of Portland 
Heights. From here a cable car as- 
cends a steep incline over a 1100 foot 
bridge with a 22j^per cent, grade and 
the platform at the top is 650 feet 
above the city level. A flight of steep 
steps leads to the heights 800 feet 
above the river and command a view 
which for beauty, grandeur and va- 
riety is without a rival. Five moun- 
tain peaks capped with perpetual 
snow rise a mile above the great 
forest covered ranges that form their 
bases. Mt. Rainier, sometimes 
called Mt. Tacoma, 110 miles north, 
is the highest, 14, -144 feet; Mt. Hood, 
50 miles east is next with a height of 
11,932 feet, and Mt. St. Helens, Mt. 
Adams and Mt. Jefferson arc the 
others a little more than 50 miles dis- 
tant. each someAvhat over 9000 feet 
high. Another pleasant car ride is to 
Columbia river, from which point a 
steam ferry goes to Vancouver City, 
one of the first settlements of the 
Pacific coast, having been founded 
in 1826 by the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany. Vancouver Barracks is located 
here and is one of the finest military 
posts of United States army, and the 
headquarters of the Departm'ent of the 
Columbia, a point of great natural 
and historic interest. At different 
times among the distinguished offi- 
cers stationed here were General U. 

S. Grant and General W. T. Sher- 
man. Williamette Heights is Avorth 
a visit and the popular short tours arc 
along the Columbia river, Astoria, 
Cascade Docks, the Dalles and the 
Williamette Falls. These falls which 
are 14 miles south of Portland now 
furnish pOAver that lights the streets, 
residences and stores of Portland, 
runs the street cars and turns the 
wheels of many of the factories. I 
left Portland at noon and went on to 
Tacoma in the State of Washington. 
The distance is about 145 miles be- 
tAveen the two cities and is a pretty 
trip through some farming land, but 
mainly forests and timber land. 
Fine vicAvs w'ere had of the glacier 
-crested summits of Mt. Hood, Mt. 
Adams and Mt. St. Helens gleaming 
in the distance and a pleasant inci- 
dent to relieve the monotony of the 
journey Avas the ride across the Co- 
lumbia river in a ferryboat from 
Goble in Oregon to Kalaitia in Wash- 
ington. The river at this point is a 
mile wide and as the boat Avas on her 
Avay across I Avas reminded of the 
line, “Where Rolls the Oregon,” in 
Longfellow’s Hiawatha. The Colum- 
bia river was formerly called fhe Ore- 
gon and the line has been used many | 
times by those who have written up 
the region. Tacoma was reached in 
the afternoon and as I intended go- 
ing on to .Seattle in the evening I 
called on a friend and found out the 
most interesting points to visit in the 
short time 1 should have. This city 
is situated at the head of Commence- 
ment Bay, upon a sheltering arm of 
Puget Sound at the farthest point in 
land, Avhere the ships first meet the 
cars. It boasts of beauty, comfort and 
commerce and Justly may the city 
claim pre-eminence in this trinity of 
blessings by nature bestoAved. What- 
ever else it has in its favor, and it 
has much, in these three characteris- 
tics, covering as they do so impor- 
tant a range of advantages, it excels 
all other cities in the Pacific north- 
Avest. Faith in its future is based 
upon its present pre-eminence, sup- 
ported by sufficient assurances that 
the exceptional natural advantages 
it possesses, and the possibilities of 
trade expansion Avith the nations of 
the Orient, proclaim it as the ulti- 
mate goal of a progressive procession 
of cuininercc. Tacoma was founded 
much later than the other cities on 
the coast and began its existance on 
the Old Toivn waterfront, with u 
little saw mill, soon after the close 
of the civil war. Its real growth 
started in the early 80* s, at which 
time 720 people comprised the popu- 
lation. It has now 52,000 inhabitants 
and has the advantages of schools, 
colleges, churches, public buildings, 
fine streets and parks. Th rough the 


generosity of Andrew Carnegie a 
library building to cost $75,000 ami 
centrally located will soon be built. 
The pioneer industry was the lumber 
mills and I had the privilege of go- 
ing over a complete lumbering manu- 
facturing establishment, the Largest 
in the world. Here I saAV logs, four 
feet in diameter, cut into boards to 
be shipped to Soutliern California, 
the Sandwich Islands and China. A 
row of 18 large ovens fed entirely by 
saw dust gave the power to run the 
machinery and outside was a huge 
bon-fire fed from the refuse which 
has been burning the most of the 
time for 30 years. In addition to 
numerous other wharves and ware- 
houses, Tacoma has the longest wheat 
warehouse in the Avorld. It is 2360 
feet in length, 147 feet wide and has 
a capacity of two million bushels. 
After experimenting with all the 
ports of the Pacific coast to deter- 
mine which was the cheapest and 
best at which to transact business 
the United States Quartermaster De- 
partment selected Tacoma as the. 
northern port to be used in competi- 
tion with San Francisco on the south. 

A large and commodious dock has 
been leased by the government for 
its uses and practically all the Alaska 
business and all of the forage for the 
Philppines will now be shipped from 
this port. I took one car ride, to 
Point Defiance park, where much of 
the tract of land has been left in its 
natural wild state. Here a fine view 
of the city and sound is had also 
the other side where the Indian res- 
ervation is located. In the evening 
I Avent on to Seattle, forty miles be- 
yond, where I remained two days. 
This is a large and populous city, 
which has grown rapidly in a single 
decade until at the present time it has 
over 100,000 populaton. The fine 
business streets run parallel with the 
shore and are near the wharves, 
while the resident portion is on the 
hills beyond, reached by the cable 
cars. Seattle is situated on the east 
side of Puget Sound and has a mag- 
nificent harbor perfectly protected 
from storms and accessible to the 
largest vessels afloat. Lake Wash- 
ington, a body of fresh water about 
twenty miles long and three miles 
wide bounds the city on the east. 
The Federal Government is now con- 
structing a ship canal through the 
city to connect Lake Washington and 
Lake Union with Puget Sound. The 
cost of this improvement will be 
about three and a half millions and 
when completed Seattle will have one 
of the finest harbors in the world. 
The battle ship Nebraska is being 
built on the water front by Moran 
Brothers and will cost $3,800,000, of 
which $2,000,000 will be expended for 
labor. It Avill take 800 men three 
years to complete the Avork. To show 
the extent of local pride— Avhen Moran 
Brothers were figuring in competi- 
tion , the citizens raised $100,000 and 
the firm secured the contract. Seattle 
is the headquarters and base of sup- 
plies for Alaska and the Yukon terri 
tory and millions of precious ore are re- 
ceived each year from these districts. 
The Puget Sound navy yard is across 
the Sound and here is the only dry dock 
on the Pacific coast large enough to 
dock a battle ship. Fort LaAvton is 
four miles away and as the monthly 
expense is many thousands of dollars 
the city derives considerable benefit. 
The University of Washington is lo- 
cated here, has splendid buildings 
and equipment, employs 36 instruc- 
tors and is «attetided by about 600 
students. I was informed that the 
city was growing so fast that the 
various departments could not keep 
up the necessary improvements and 
this statement I found to be true as 
I went about. I enjoyed a car ride 
to Queen Ann Heights, which is the 
residential portion of the city and a 
trip to Washington Park, across Lake 
Washington to Leschi Park, similar 
to Noruinbcga Park, and return via 
the triilley line. Before leaving 
Washington let me state that the great 
estindustry is the manufacture of lum- 
ber and shingles. There are about 
450 lumber and shingle mills in the 
state, Avith a daily capacity of 8,000, 
000 feet of lumber and 28,000,000 
shingles. Washington fir lumber 
goes to all parts of the world and 
red cedar shingles are shipped to 
all parts of the United States; all 
over the state the climate is favorable 
and insures comfort throughout the 
year. In the Puget Sound region it 
is especially satisfactory, shoAviiig 
little variation ; it seldom exceeds 85 
degrees and has only gone as Ioav us 
12 degrees above zero three times in 
ten years. The temperature always 
goes down to about 62 degrees during 
the night, even in the Avarmest 
Aveuther. The average rainfall for 
ten years has been 36.46 inches per 
year and there has been very little 
snow. I left Seattle In the morning 
on the Majestic of the Dodwell line 
for Victoria, British Columbia. The 
trip is across Puget Sound to the 
pretty little town of Port Townsend. 
Puget Sound has an area of 2,000 
square miles and an irregular shore 
line of 1800 miles. The shores are 
generally densely wooded AvitliJ gi- 
gantic fir trees and at several points 
are large suav mills. There are num- 
erous islands most of them covered 
with timber like the mainland. The 
Pacific coast company’s excursion 
steamer “Spokane,” on her way to 
Alaska, folloAA'cd us as fur as the 
Port, wliere avc left her and proceed- 
ed across the head of the Strait of 
Juan de Fucu to Victoria. This part 
of the trip was exceedingly rough and 
many of the passengers were very 
sick. Victoria is the most typical 
English spot on the American conti- 
nent, is a quaint, sleejiy old city and 
is the capital of British Columbia. It 
is tlje most Avesterly city in Cana<la 
and is situated on the extreme south- 
ern cud of V'^ancouver Island. The 
i’rovtncial Parliament buildings, re- 
cently completed, arc the finest in 
Canada and in addition to the govern- 
ment offices contain a natural his- 
tory, minerulogical, agricultural and 
historical museums, a fine library 
and reading room, and u historical 
picture gallery. The government 
museum contains a most interesting 
collection of British Columbia min- 


erals, foHAiln and spccitncnB of natural 
history also specimens of moose and 
elk and a collection of Indian imple- 
ments, relics, curios and Totem 
poles. On the lawn in front stands a 
monument to Sir James Douglas, the 
first governor and on the top of the 
dome of the central building is the 
heroic figure of Captain Vancouver, 
an officer of the British army, who 
discovered the island in 1732. The 
fact that the Lieutenant Governor of 
the Province, admiral of the fleet, 
the military commander of the garri- 
son and many retired naval and mili- 
tary officers, are residents, insures a 
number of society events during the 
season. The British North Pacific 
Squadron is located at Esquimaet, 
also the yard and imperial 

dock yard. There are many beauti- 
ful drives about the city and sub- 
urbs and among the points of interest 
to visit arc Beacon Hill Park, Mac- 
aulay Point, where the big disap- 
pearing guns of the fortifications are 
concealed. Work Point barracks where 
a large force of soldiers is main- 
tained, Oak Bay, Victoria Arm and 
the Gorge.

Ono morning while Grant wan be* 
sieging Peteraburg, Vn., a man of Jew- 
ish cast was riding on a train between 
Richmond and that city. He Roemod 
to bo taking pains to conceal his fea- 
tures behind n newspaper. Several 
persone In the car whispered that bo 
was the Confederate secretary of war, 
Judah P. Penjninln. 

When the train reacheil Peterslnirg, 
the Jewish gciitleinnn took a carriage 
and, having driven several miles out 
of the city, ii]lglite<l at the entrance to 
one of the principal forts. A sentry 
endeavored to sto|) him, hut he paid 
no attention to the man, who threaten- 
ed to shc>ot 111 in If ho did not halt. 

"Call the corporal," said the gentle- 
man, turning impatiently. 

"Corporal of the guard No. 4!" cried 
the sentry. 

The corporal came, and the gentle- 
man ordered him in author! tatlvc 
tones to conduct him to the olDcer 
commanding tlio fort. When they 
reached headguarters, they found the 
colonel commanding engaged with a 
party of officers at a game of drov.' 
poker. 

"A gentleman wlshen to sec you. 
sir," said the corporal, saluting. 

The Jewish gcntlciiian pushed hy 
the corporal and stood glaring at the 
poker party. 

"Colonel,” he said, “1 came out 
here expecting to find the place brls- 
tUng with bayonets. Instead I find 
the commanding officer engaged at 
cards with hts subordinates and most 
of his men asleep. If the enemy sur- 
prises you and captures this fort, our 
source of supply will be cut and oui 
cause lost forever, While the presi- 
dent and his cabinet, the congress and 
the people of the Confederate States 
are straining every nerve, you, de- 
fending a point which the enemy is de- 
termined to break through, ore un- 
watchful. Do you know, sir, that In 
that line of works out there are men 
feady to take advantage of the slight- 
est neglect^" I 

h "Jlay i Know who you are, slrP* 
^ked the offleer, scrutinizing the 
Tpoaker. 

"You may not, sir. If President Da- 
vis were to come here to Inspect your 
.works, doubtless the guard would be 
turned out, a salute fired in bis honor 
and everything In order. Mr. Davis 
knows that as well as you.” 

"The colonel does not recognize you, 
Mr. Beniamin," said one of the offl- i 
cers. I 

"Who said I was Mr. Benjamin?" 
growled the Jew. "Mind your own 
bUBlnesB, sir. Colonel, 1 desire to in- 
spect the fort" 

"Certainly, sir," said the. colonel ob- 
sequiously. 

Passing Into the earthwork, the Jew 
examined everything with the critical 
eye of a trained soldier. Nothing es- 
caped him. "What do you mean hy 
such a slight protectluu for your am- 
munition?" he asked hotly. "Tbotgun 
is of no use there. Move It over here. 
The parapet is too low. You haven't 
sufllclent depth for your guns." 

The speaker was about to step up 
Into an exposed iKisItlon when the 
colonel endeavored to stop him, 

"A sharpshooter will pick you off In 
a second." 

"Do you think, sir," cried tlie other, 
"that we cun win our Indepcndcuco 
by keeping out of the way of Federal 
bullets?

his nose, rubbed some paint off Ids 
face, and, divesting himself of his frock 
coat, a loose sack appeared beiiuutli. 
Tossing a silk hat aside, ho took a cap 
from ills pocket and put It on. Then 
ho started on foot In tlie direction of 
the eiieiiiy's works. 

The iie.vt day while Geiieriil Chant 
was sitting In his head<)uartcrH at City 
Point olio of his principal secret serv- 
ice men was announced. 

"Glad to see you back," said the gen- 
eral. 

"The bullets thot sang by me assured 
mo the sigual was soeii." 

"Yes, and your exact position was 
noted with a tlieodollte." 

"The iiiagazlne is ten puces to the 
south of where 1 stood, the center of 
the fort thirty [>aoes to iny rear." 

"Very good. Tho engliioin’s cun now 
tell Just where to locate the end of tho 
tuuiict. You ha VO achieved a work as 
Importiiiit as It was hold."

Three days la tor the fort vlsltinl by 
tho Jewish geiitleiiiaii was blown up 
with several Imndrei] barrels of pow 
tier. But that Is a matter of history.

The fur and hat store of Lamson A 
Hubbard, at 92 Bedford, corner of 
Kingston street, Boston, where these 
gentlemen have been in business for 
more than 20 years, has- been com- 
pletely remodelled. The new arrange- 
ment displays 50 feet of windows ar- 
tistically filled with gentlemen’s hats, 
ladies* millinery and fur garments 
made from the finest trophies of the 
hunt and chase. 

The entrance has been moved to 
the corner, giving a wider sweep to 
the windows, and so as to greet the 
heavy traffic that passes from the 
South station up Bedford street. As 
the visitor enters he is impressed 
by the Irregular shape of the floor 
space, which renders itself easily to 
the tasteful and coscy decorative ex- 
hibit of goods. The floor takes the 
outline of the map of Massachusetts, 
the visitor entering at the northwest 
corner of the state, gating down to 
the tip of the cape, where the cash- 
ier’s desk Alls the extreme nook.

Across the Continent.

springs are naturally hot sulphur 
water, combining among the ingre- 
dients, lime magnesia and lithium 
and are particularly benefleial to 
persons suffering from rheumatic 
troubles. At Canmore a striking 
profile of the Three Slaters was seen, 
then through the gap, a narrow pas- 
sage between two vertical walls, came 
the foot hills and Calgary, a picture- 
sque ranching city. We left the 
main line at Moose Jaw and at 
Portal in the early morning, entered 
the United States territory. Our 
baggage was examined by custom 
house officials and we continued our 
journey through an extended section 
of fertile prairie land. The distance 
covered from Vancouver to Portal 
was 1250 miles and from there to 
Minneapolis 560 miles. This last part 
of the trip was on the Minneapolis, 
St. Paul and Sault Stc. Marie Rail- 
way, (Soo Line), and we went across 
North Dakota and Minnesota. I ar- 
rived at Minneapolis late at night 
and spent the following day in that 
city and St. Paul. These twin cities 
which have expanded until the limit 
is the dividing line are entirely 
different. Minneapolis, the younger 
but the larger lacks the St. Paul 
hills, has wider strects.largc flouring 
mills and the fine water power of 
St. Anthony Falls, so named by 
Father Hennepin, the wandering 
Franciscan priest. The population 
is about 200,000 and the name is a 
compound of the Sioux word, “min- 
ne, “meaning “water, “and the Greek 
word, “poUa," meaning “city.” St. 
Paul is the capital of Minnesota and 
received its name from a little log 
chapel erected on the bluffs near the 
river by the Catholics in the early 
days. Between the cities is the 
beautiful Minnehaha Park, and in a 
pretty wooded dell arc the falls of the 
same name, the water descending 
over an overhanging ledge of rock. 
The fall is neither broad nor high 
(Afty-nine feet), but it is very pretty 
and the fame of this, “laughing 
water.’’ has spread wherever Long- 
fellow’s poem, — “Hiawatha” has 
been read.^ Some of the other at- 
tractions in the park are the picnic 
grounds and menagerie and from here 
an excursion steamer makes trips to 
the Soldiers’ Home and Fort Stielling 
on the Upper Mississippi, one of 
the oldest and ^most picturesque 
military stations in the United 
States. After visiting the park I 
took another car ride to Lake Cal- 
houn, Lakewood cemetery and on to 
Lake Harriet in "Minneapolis. Here 
in a large area of woodland is a 
summer resort wih a pavilion, camps, 
boat, and bath houses. The Inter- 
urbacn electric line from this point 
returns to Minneapolis then goes on 
by the state agricultural school, fair 
grounds, Como park and Como Lake 
to St. Paul. This city has a popula- 
tion of 163,000 and the places of in- 
terest are the handsome state capital 
of white marble which is being 
built, the Indian mounds on the bank 
of the river and the state Ash hatch- 
ery. Lake Minnetonka, eighteen 
miles southwest is the most famous 
summer resort and a popular excur- 
sion from the twin cities is to this 
lake. The trip to Chicago was made 
at night on the North Western Limit- 
ed and in my two days’ visit in the 
windy city I visited Jackson Park on 
the shores of Lake Michigan, the site 
of the World’s Pair, several other 
parks, many of the public buildings 
and the stock yards. The remainder 
of my journey from Chicago to Bos- 
ton was the same as when I went out 
vis: the Wabash road to Suspension 
Bridge, the West Shore to Rotter- 
dam Junction and the Fitchburg to 
Boston. During the summer I have 
crossed the continent twice, with 
the side trips have covered a distance 
of 10,000 miles, and have been in 19 
states and three Canadian territories. 
Let me state in closing that from 
past experience 1 consider travel, if 
one keeps his eyes and ears open, as 
equal to book learning from a modern 
up to date educational standpoint.
